Doylestown, Jan. 19, 1909. 


Be assured on our say-so, that there 


is a difference between voting dead 
men and voting men from tbe ceme- 
tery. 


Why? 
Well, at a men's meeting 


last Sunday Principal Koss in the 
course of an address* on "Good Citizen- 
ship," remarking on the degenerate 
condition of politics, said that the 
politicians here In Boylestown—the 
town of seven or eight churches—had 
voted a man from the cemetery. 


Bute! 
It got the politicians a 


little worked u;'. but they cooled 
clown when they learned that he had 
made the statement jokingly, mean- 
ing that they had voted Superintend- 
ent Thomas Hrnitu, of the Doylestown 
Cemetery, who, resides in the house 
in the silent oily. Ho you see things 
are not always what they sectn, and 
words cannot always be taken liter- 
ally. 


UP TO THE BAR, 


Jjy this time the talked of addi- 


tional law judge for this county is 
getting to be something of a chestnut, 
but it is still on the cafpet. Tnis 
week a well-known attorney made a 
suggestion that the Bar Association 
hold a meeting to consider it, whloh 
ought to bring the matter to a head or 
kill it, 


Opposition to the additional judge- 


ship scheme has not developed in any 
direction, because it seems to be pretty 
general ly conceded that 
there is a 


need for such an olllcial. 
Figures 


show tho need from the fact that 
about three times as many eases are 
continued each court as are tried or 
heard. 


Most pertinent of the expresssions 


made In relation to the matter was 
voiced to Ihe Gazette correspondent 
yesterday when an attorney said: 


"As a general proposition I believe 
that a court composed of more than 
one judge is better than a court con- 
sisting of but one. It makes the dis- 
trict entirely independent of outside 
assistance, which under other circum- 
stances must be had. It facilitates 
business and improves the quality of 
the judicial output by giving more 
time for the work, with the added 
advantage of consultation upon it 
But before the matter is carried fur- 
ther or abandoned all of the members 
of the Bar, Democrats and Republi- 
cans, ought to be heard. Why nol 
have a Bar meeting? Everybody un- 
derstands th.e present congested con- 
dition in the Common Pleas is the 
fault of nobody, but the result of our 
increase of legal business. All that 
the suggestion involves Is a plan to 
relieve and assist Judge Stout.'' 


And there's where the matter stands. 


(JOUNCILMANIU POT-PIE. 


Almost befoe the sighs of the Coun- 


cilman had subsided, atfer the dispos- 
al of the sewerage nuisance, two other 
questions were brought up, last night. 


The borough "Dads" are now de- 


termined—again—that the residents 
must shovel snow from their walks. 
It isn't a new opinion at all, because 
the Councilmen have talked of it for a 
longtime, kut failed to get any satis- 
factory opinion from their solicitor. 
Ijast night they look the matter upon 
their own hook and directed Presi- 
dent Wilson to swear out warrants 
against every mother's son who don't 
clean his walk—the preference being 
given to men who have the money to 
fight a prosecution of this kind. 
That means music pretty soon. 
The other matter relates to the em- 


ploying of an assistant engineer for 
the water works. 
Labors of that 


official have become rather laborious, 
but the difficulty up to date has been 
in selecting a competent man. Coun- 
cilman Watson thought there would 
be a dozen. Councilman Groff dis- 
agreed and said: 
"We want to be 


mighty careful not to get an incompe- 
tent. If we do and anything breaks 
about the macinery, and the people 
are left without a supply of water 
we'll have—all—all— 


"Hell without water," suggested 
the funny member of the body. 


"Nobody disputed him. The matter, 


however, was left to the Water Com- 
mittee. 


To these matters the Councilmen 


added some other 
business. 
They 


raised the salary of the Street Com- 
missioner to ¥600. They granted the 
Fire Company a donation of $200, and 
they almost decided to have a surveyor 
make a draft of the town's streets 
showing the grades and curb lines. 
Action on this was afterward post- 
poned. 


DOYJjESTOWN ALL K1QHT. 
Doylestown is all right and the resi- 


dents are the most honest in the 
county. If you don't think that way 
you disagree with several County Seat 
residents. 


One of them objected strenuously 


and emphatically this week after at- 
tending a religious meeting where it 
was stated that the morals of the boys 
are low and that the social engage- 
ments of the people are leading them 
astray. "It's rot," he said. "If there 
is anything in it, it's a sad comment 
on the work of our seven or eight 
churches. As for the honesty of the 
people, I don't think it can be 
benten by any town. Why, do you 
know, I left a basket of provisions on 
my front porch all one night and the 
next morning they had not been 
touched? That's a fact. No calamity 
howlers for mine. There's nothing in 
it." 


SHOUT IN HI8 ACCOUNTS. 
Motive for the sudden disappearance 


of John F. Hhaddlnger, the Doyles- 
town business man who had vamossed 
in October, 1008, was shown in court 
here last week when applications were 
made for his removal as executor in 
several estates, and it was found that 
he was short in his accounts from 
$10,000 in the estate of Thomas U. 
Harpel, late of Tinicum, to smaller 
amounts in other estates which he bad 
in charge. 


This announcement by Attorneys 


Thomas Ross and Isaac J, Vanarts- 
dalen, who represented the estate, was 
rather a surprise as it was given out 
some time ago that he had very like- 
ly not been unfaithful to his trusts 
and must have left for other reasons. 


An attorney announced after the 


heating that so far as he knew no 
effort would be made to discover Sliad- 
dinger's whereabouts.

TROLLEY TO LANSDALE. 


It seems very likely that there is 


more in the talk of building a trolley 
line from Doylestown to liansdale 
than appeared at first, and it is be- 
lieved that the Philadelphia & Easton 
Railway Company will take up the 
question in the not far distant future. 


Talking of the proposition, Satur- 


day, to The Gazette 
correspondent 
Superintendent Lugar said: "I am 
very much Impressed with the pios- 
pects of operating a line successfully 
between here and Lansdale, if the 
Easton line take it up. Our company 
could build the line and operate it 
with less expense than any other com- 
pany, because we have ample power 
at our Ranbsville plant and would 
only be under the necessity of erect- 
Ing a booster in addition to the track 
and overhead work. We would not 
even need a car barn. 


"No," he said, "tbe railroad would 
not intefere with us, even if our rates 
were practically tbe same. Electric 
roads create trafflc, as you must have 
observed, and, besides, people prefer 
the trolley roads both for pleasure and 
because tbe lines offer more frequent 
service and leave them off at their 
doors. We would draw from Philadel- 


phia, Lansdale, Norristown and up 
along the North Fenn largely, and the 
fact that Forrest Park at Chalfoot Is 
so popular would add much traffic. 
Oh, it would be n paying investment, 
but I haven't presented it to our di- 
rectors yet."

Dr. Shoemaker on Child Labor, 


Ban effects of child labor, and the 


contributing causes ofsnchwork, are 
dwelt upon by Dr. John V. Shoemiik- 
er, of Philadelphia, in an editorial 
which appeared In the December is- 
sue of the Monthly Cyclopedia and 
Medical Bulletin. "Child labor." lie 
bays, "tends to make the youth an 
undesirable citiy.cn." 


'The law," he says, "provides a 
schooreducalion for every child under 
14 years, while any under 10 must 
present a birth certificate when they 
ipply for employment. There is also 
a law which demands that the child 
pass a physical examination at the 
Muds of a repntable physician. 
"In a majority of cases this certifi- 


cate fails to meet Its requirements, for 
Ihe reason that a child forbidden to 
work by one physician has only to 
search long enough to find some tlli- 
:eralc and unscrupulous praelioner 
who will issue a certificate that he or 
she is capable of performing work. 


"When a child arrives al its twelfth 


year it reaches the age of adolescence 
which lasts until about the eighteenth 
year. 
During this stage the organs 


uttain their full-development, 
the 


MUCS and muscles grow both in thick- 
ness and extent. This is nil accom- 
plished through good exercise and 
uutritous food, but when the neces- 
sary exercise is prevented by the na- 
Lure of the work performed by the in- 
dividual, these muscles begin to atro-

It l« conceded by close observers of 


future legislation that will come be- 
fore the .Senate and Assembly at Ilur- 
rlnburg tint that concerning pensions 
lor soldiers lv giving the most concern 
—more than chid labor, local option 
or the half dozen other Important sub- 
jects which nml correction or remedy. 


"The great , ucstton before the legls- 


latoTH la whether they shall act or 
doc|gc," says the Philadelphia Ledger. 
•They dodged at the last session, but 
the situation Is made perilous for the 
(Hate at this session because the Gov- 
ernor will, U Is known, sign the 
soldiers' pension bill tills year if the 
Legislature " puts It up to him," and 
he will dose even though the Legisla- 
ture should shirk on this occasion by 
not providing the millions of extra 
revenue required. 
The fact that the 


Governor linn year gave prominence 
and emphaM* to Ills statement of the 
financial condition of the Common- 
wealth In his message Is construed to 
be due notice to the Legislature and to 
the people.'' The Lodger then goes on 
to say 


The Uomniir showed In his message 


that the nominal balance In the State 
Treasury at I he close of the State's 
fiscal year, ended November ,'10, 1MU8, 
was fu,uliO.uMi.

money available for the payment of 
the pensions; tboy did not make any 
effort to povlile the revenue, and so by 
u most unwiirlhy policy of evasion 
they thrust the duty of vetoing the bill 
upon tho Est'cutlvc.

grU vous Imposition now put upon 
many of the rising generation. 


The Legislature of 1907 failed to en- 


act any adequate legislation upon the 
subject of child labor aid the child 
labor associations are nov petitioning 
that action be taken to provide laws 
to secure the following reforms: 


1. To require proof Ilial children 


are at least fourteen years of age before 
they shall be allowed to v ork ; 


2. To place the issuance of em- 


ployment certificates in the hands of 
school officials; 


;{. To raise the uge for work in soft 


coal mines from twelve to fourteen ; 


4, To allow only a len hour day 


for children under sixt.'en years of 
uge; 
o. To prohibit all forms of night 


work for children under sixteen years 
of a^e.

of such regulations us are proposed— 
except Indued they who are making 
money profits out of chilli labor.

GEORGE^SCHOOL 


Twelfth Annual Meeting and Banquet 


of Preii League Held at Friends' 
Institution Near Newtowo. 


The twelfth annual meeting and 


banquet of the Press League of Bucks 
and Montgomery counties was held at 
the George School, near New-town, on 
Saturday. 
It «a» the first time a 


number of the newspapermen of Mont- 
gomery and also Bucks hud been in 
that section of the county mill H WHS 
an especially Interesting occasion, not 
only because of the new country visit- 
ed but because many were not aware 
that such an educational institution 
of the scope of the George School ex- 
isted in Bucks county. H was the 
third 
educational 
Institution 
by 


which the League had been enter- 
tained, but the George School lost 
nothing by comparison, and the visit- 
ors were amazed at the completeness of 
the Institution, the number of build- 
Ings and their appointments, lli« en- 
rollment of students and the excellent 
discipline. 
The George School was established 


In accordance with the will at tlie late 
John M. George, ol Overbrook, Pa., u 
member of Radnor Monthly Meeting 
of Friends, who left about half a mil- 
lion dollars to erect anil maintain a 
"boarding school for the education of 
children, members of the. Society o( 
Friends, and such others as a commit- 
tee appointed by the Yearly Meeting 
may think proper." 
The school is 


located nljoul half u mile south of 
Newtown, on an elevation overlook- 
ing a beautiful country for several 
miles. 
The 
grounds comprise 227 


acres, with a tract of forty acres of 
beautiful virgin timber. 
On the west 


the property is bounded by the Ne- 
shttininy, one of the most picturesque 
stroams In 
Kustern Pennsylvania. 


There arc six buildings—tlio Central 
Hall, devoted to school and recitation 
purposes, with dormitory wings for 
the accommodation of girls; Ketford 
Hall, laboratory ami recitation ; Uniy- 
timlliill, darniltnry for boys; Orion 
Hull, dormitory foi toys; the Gym- 
nasium, (Ittcd vvilh Swedish appar- 
atus; the Inllrninry. The buildings 
are heated throughout with steam, 
and tlie buildings anil ("rounds light- 
ed by electricity generated on the 
grounds. 


The newspapermen and their \\ives 


arrived on the grounds about three 
o'clock.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


Affidavits 
Presented 
Skewing that 


Betsy Ross Really Did Make Pint 
Flag. Descendants of Historic Char- 
acter Present 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Doylestown, Jan. 19, 1909. I 


Attracted by their interest in tae 


controversy as to whether Betsy Ross 
wus the originator and maker of the 
first American flag more than 250 
members of the Bucks County His- 
torical Society attended the twenty- 
ninth annual meeting here, today, la 
company with numerous descendants 
of the famous flag-maker. 
J Particular attention centred about 
the paper, "Betsy Ross, the Flag- 
maker," read by Oliver Randolph 
Parry, of Philadelphia, who present- 
ed affidavit after affidavit aud many 
other authorities to support his con- 
tention that Betsy Ross really made 
the first, nag of the United States. 
Mr. Parry spoke for an hour and a 
quarter and his paper makes an ex- 
haustive document upon the subject. 
These affidavits were from persons 
who had heard or bad been told that 
Betsy Ross had claimed to have made 
the first flag for the flag committee 
which consulted her, and showed that 
she substituted the five pointed star 
for one with six points. 


Mr. Parr also presented the society 


with the only authenticated piece of 
the original flooring In the flaghcuse, 
23!) Arch street, Philadelphia, and ex- 
hibited the flag made by the grent- 
great-grandnephew 
of Betsy Ross, 


Henry Turner, which was used to 
cover the casket of the late President 
Mclvinley.

his subject "Old Time Games of Chil- 
dren and their Origin." 


LIBRARIAN'S REPORT, 


Librarian Warren S. Ely made a re- 


port which shows that great strides 
have been made in this department. 
Most interesting of the extracts from 
his lengthy report are these: 
"The year 1!)08 has been one of dis- 


tinct advance and improvement in the 
affairs of our society, both in valuable 
additions made to our library and mu- 
seum and in increased interest in and 
appreciation of both by the public at 
large as an educational institution. 
Many more come to our library for his- 
torical 
information than formerly, 


and the interest in our collection of 
antiques is unabated. 


"No county Historical Society In 


Pennsylvania has as large a collection 
of books as does ours, and their char- 
acter and contents will bear compari- 
son with those of any library of its 
kind. Our weak point is in the gen- 
ealogical line; 
the department in 


which the ordinary visitor is most in- 
terebted. A large number of histories 
of Bucks county families have been 
published that we do not have, and 
an effort should be made to secure 
these. We have been especially fortu- 
nate in securing books of value and 
interest by reason of their antiquity 
and rareness, having in our collection 
several books from 35U to 375 years 
old, some of them the only copies in 
existence in the United States. 


"Too little mention has been paid to 


the collection and preservation of old 
books found in the garrets and old 
chests of Bucks county homesteads. 
During the past year by an arrange- 
ment with a local collector of waste 
paper, your librarian has secured, at a 
cost to the Society of less than $4, 
twenty volumes of old publications, 
at least one-half of which are of con- 
siderable value, both as antiques and 
from their local association, and from 
their contents. Most of these are sep- 
arately enumerated in the annexed list 
of books acquired during the year. 
"Seventy-live volumes have been add- 
ed to our library during the year, in- 
cluding twelve volumes of bound local 
newspapers, and 
eight volumes, of 


pamphlets bound since our last report. 
A great many pamphlets have also 
been received, including bulletins of 
papers read before the Historical So- 
cieties of Chester, Berks and Lebanon 
counties, and the Historical Society 
of Frankford. 
Quite a number of 


manuscripts have also been received, 
among them a large number of very 
ancient parchment deeds embracing 
the early title of Bucks county lands; 
the original minutes of the Bucks 
County Teachers' Institute, held Aug- 
ust 26, 1849, which comes back to us 
from 
Fairfax 
county, 
Virginia, 


whither it was carried by the secretary 
of the^meeting, Dr. Benjamin Collins, 
who removed there a half century 
ago, and is returned by his grand- 
daughter." 


TREASURER'S REPORT. 


By the report of Treasurer C. D. 


Hotchkiss the members learned that 
nearly $750 was expended during the 
year. There are now 647 members 
who have taken out certificates, and 
80 who have been elected to member- 
ship, but have not paid for their certi- 
ficates. 
One hundred and eighty 


members are pledged to contribute a 
dollar a year for ten years for the 
maintenance of the Society. 


SOME NEW RELICS. 


Not least in Interest at the meeting 


was the presentation of several very 
valuable relics. 


The society has been presented by 


George A. Hicks, of Philadelphia, 
with a piece of embroidery. The fol- 
lowing inscription is 
embroidered 


upon it: 
"Elizabeth Mintzer, her 


work, made in the 8th year of her age, 
1819," and its appearance 
plainly 


shows that it has been carefully pre- 
served during its many years. Miss 
Mintzer was an aunt to Mr. Hicks, 
and he has bad the relic incased In a 
gilt frame, and it will be placed 
among the many exhibits in the So- 
ciety's Home. 
Wilson Woodman presented a._num- 


ber of interesting relics, which were 
described in full. They included a 
tomahawk used by "Indian Billie," 
the last Delaware Indian residing In 
this section; moccasins, pots used by 
Mr. Woodman's ancestors at the Val- 
ley Forge Camp; pottery, ancient com- 
pass, large Welsh tin plate, and num- 
erous others articles belonging to Mr. 
Woodman, his wife and sisters.

HWARTLEY FOR JUDGE. 


Tbe agitation for an additional law 


judge for Bucks county keeps on buzz- 
ing at tbe County beat and in all 
probability a bill will be presented 
at the present session of the Legisla- 
ture hai ing for its purpose the creation 
of anotLer court. 


In times past the Legislature has 


been loath to create additional courts 
and it has only been upon undisputable 
proof, of the "show me" variety, that 
such a bill has been navigated among 
the many rocks and obstructions on the 
path of Legislature course. The salar- 
ies of the judges are paid by the State 
and are in the nature of fixed charges 
against the revenues of the Common- 
wealth and it is for this reason that 
the members of the Legislature are 
chary about creating new offices for 
which thebtate will have to pay 


At the 1907 session Delaware coun- 


ty 
was granted an additional law 


judge only after it was conclusively 
shown that the Common Pleas Court 
there was choked with business and 
that Judge Johnson held 
court six 


days a week and fifty-two weeks a 
year. 
Blair, Cambria and other conn- 


ties were unsuccessful in their efforts 
to have the Legislature grant addi- 
tional judges. 


It is doubtful if the record of busi- 


ness done in the Bucks county court 
will reveal it to be of sufficient propor- 
-lons to convince the Legislature of the 
necessity to an additional judge. This

work, perhaps weeks or even month; 
on the delicate plant from which thesi 
delicious fungi grow, commencing 
with the germ or mycelium, even as 
far back as the previous fall, holding 
it patiently in check until the prope 
conditions of temperature and moist 
ure nhould exist. Then it is brough 
forth in a single night, for the cage: 
men and boys, women and girls to 
scramble for, at the first peep of dawn 


But how few there are among all the 
lovers of this dainty dish, that know 
how it repioduces itself, or how easil) 
it may be grown under proper condi- 
tions but believing that the I-ditor o 
the U.i t.t'i onl\ \\ ml-, to enliehten 
his readers on the littler pluise of the 
question, I will devote this article to 
a simple description thereof, and as 1 
am writing only for the individuals 
who desire to grow a few for their 
own use or to add a little to their 
uncertain income (and I am sure In 
any rural district there are many 
such), I will describe the method to 
be employed with little outlay at- 
tached. 


THE BUILDING 


In the first place, a cellar or some 


out-building that can be made toler- 
ably tight will be required, in which 
can be built tiers of beds, one above 
the other, 8 to 10 Inches deep and <! to 
4 reel w ule, so that the crop can be 
conveniently gathered, leaving a space 
of 15 to 18 inches between each bed.

HOW TO START 


So much for tlie building, now for 


the start. For a beginner that docs 
not care to heat his house I may 
say, after July a) and before August 
20 get a sufficient quontilyof new, 
strawej, horse stable manure, place 
it in a square or oblong pile J lo 5 feet 
deep and build the sides and ends up 
straight being careful to tramp Ihe 
outer edges well to prevent its fire- 
fanging 
At this season of the 3ear 


the manure should be quite damp, to 
aid fermentation 
This pile should 


be covered w ith 3 to 5 inches of goo 1 
loam, not sand, nor clay, allow it lo 
remain la pile 6 to 8 days, then turn 
it with a fork, keeping the eelges 
built up squarely and tramped firmlj 
turning the outside to centre. 
Cover 


with loam as before, and after a week 
repeat the turning and again cover 
over with loam and in another week 
it should be ready to put in beds if 
you have kept it moist enough to de- 
com pose 


In placing in beds care must be c\ 


eicised to gel it in evenly, leaving no 
hollows and yet not packing it too 
tight, and no tool com pares w i t h 
your hands for this purpose 
You 


will, of course, put In the bottom 
layer hrst, then put in flooring for sec- 
ond tier anel so on. Use a short board 
to pat surface of beds 
Within a few 


days your beds w i l l begin to ferment 
and the temperature rise to 110 to 140 
degrees, and Ihis period is an import- 
ant one, and the 
beds 
must be 


watched and tested with a milk ther 
mometer, or one that can be pushed 
down in the beds an inch or two 
Now if the temperature rises lo 1JO or 
more you should give the beds a gooi 
soaking, pat on water until you fine 
the bottom of the 
beds dripping 


However, If they do not get this higl; 
hold the water off until jou find the 
temperature 
receding, 
then 
give 


them lots of water 
The mycelium 


will run in tolerably dry beds, but 
jou cannot get a crop without moist- 
ure and you cannot wet the manure 
after it stops fermenting. You shoulc 
get enough American spawn, (I say 
American not only because I am nn 
American and believe in supporting 
American industries, but because I 
am an American that has tried 
kinds and am satisfied that our ow n 
product is far better than any other 
that has as >et been produced) to 
plant your beds and when the tem- 
perature has 
fallen to 70 degrees 


break each brick into 15 lo IS pieces, 
place them in rows all uver the beds 
one foot apart each way, then open a 
hole in beds and put spawn about 2 
inches under the surface,packing man- 
ure down level again 
Now you can 


rest yourself for about 3 weeks, except 
that you must keep tabs on the lem- 
perature and if jou find any lendency 
lo rise you must keep place closed in 
day time and open at night and you 
w i l l most likely have to do this any 
way 
After the mycelium has run 


sufficiently a casing of finely screened 
loam 11 Inches deep must be put on 
and leveled off evenly, and care must 
be used not to do this casing too 
soon, or you may spoil all the rest 
of your Interested eflorts, and you can 
decide this matter in one of two ways, 
either by lifting the side boards anel 
if you find a white mould 
like 


growth or very fine roots showing in 
places you can safely do this last 
week, or If you see this same white 
mould In large spots over the surface 
of the beds, you can case them 


Now rest yourself again a little 


while, probably a week or two, and 
when you nnd pm-heads or small 
mushrooms beginning to show, then 
and not till then, give your beds a 
good watering, but if you find that 
they do not grow in a night as is their 
wont when growing oulside in a tem- 
perature of 70 or 80 neither be sur- 
prised or disappointed, 
for it is no 


uncommon thing for them to take a 
week or ten days to develop. Keep 
the temperature of the building &s 
near 56 degrees as you can as this 
gives a finer quality of mushroom 
than any other although they w i l l 
grow from 34 to 90 degrees, and if 
cold weather should catch you before 
the crop Is clone, and you do not care 
to heat the place, just let it rest, and 
when warm spring days come so will 
your mushrooms. Freezing will not 
hurt them. 


Just before the veil breaks, or in 


other words they open out, pull them 
up and cut stem 1-2 to 8-4 of an inch 
long, pack in grape baskets lined with 
white parchment paper, and there are 
plenty of places where they will buy 
them at remunerative prices.
